Sweden Out to Curb

STOCKHOLM ‘(OFNS).— 

WEDEN has banned adver- 
1 tising all Swedish brands 
of cigarettes, Behind the ban 
hes a campaign to stop school- 
children from smoking. 

An imvestigation in Stock- 
holm schools showed that one 
out of every 18 children were 
smoking at the age of 10. At 
16, every other boy and every 
fourth girl smoked three to 


five cigarettes a day, After) 


W. one im six were “heavy 
smokers” consuming more 
than seven cigarettes daily. 

When schools, parents or- 
ganizations and doctors be- 
gan to complain about these 
dangerous habits, the State- 
controlled tobacco monopoly 
was ready to do its share. 
“And.” says Mr. Elam Tun- 
hammar, managing director 
of the monopoly, “we could 
not very well support an anti- 
smoking campaign in schools 
and at the same time boost 
our cigarette sales.” 

No More Advertising
